The apparent failure of a small 
rocket motor aboard America's 
Surveyor 
2 spacecraft 
caused 


the three- legged lunar photog- 
rapher to tumble uncontrolled in 
space, scientists said today. 


The tumbling, at a rate of 


about one revolution per second, 
casts doubt on the chances for a 
successful 
mission, 
they said, 


unless the craft can be stabil- 
ized. 


Two attempts at 
correcting 


the tumbling - 
by firing all 


three small vernier rockets for 
two seconds - failed, they said, 
when the No. 3 rocket didn't fire 
again. 


Al Hibbs, staff scientist at the 


Jet Propulsion Laboratory, said 
the failure of the No. 3 rocket 
engine was the apparent cause 
of the 
tumbling, 
which began 


when the rockets were fired for 
the mid-couisc- maneuver. 


•'Consequently, 
engines one 


and two gave quite a tipping 
motion," said Hibbs.

Fendler said he was not a

to Washington, you don't just 
say you can't come," Fendler 
said. "I was a segregationist 
then, I'm a segregationist now, 
but I'm also a lawyer and a 
citizen and I feel the law should 
be obeyed."

rights legislation. 


Fendler said he thought most 


Mississippi County residents felt 
the same 
way he did about 


Johnson and he predicted that 
Republican Winthrop Rockefel- 
ler would carry the county two 
to one if the election were held 
today.

After 
the rally, 650 civil rights demon- 
strators marched under heavy 
police guard to the town square. 


King came to this racially 


troubled north Mississippi town 
Monday night. Some of his aides 
said he would leave today after 
marching with Negro children 
to integrated classrooms. 


More than 900 persons crowd- 


ed into the New Hope 
Baptist 


Church to hear King. 


"I 
am disturbed about the 


white 
community," 
he 
told 


them. "There are still all too 
many white people in our coun- 
try who will use violence to try 
to keep us down. There are still 
white persons who will murder 
and assassinate Negroes simply 
because they want to be free." 


In Natchez, fhe Ku Klux Klan 


leader was asked if he and his 
companions would come armed 
to Grenada. 


"Anywhere you see me, I 


have mine — my life has been 
threatened," said McDaniel. He 
said the others "will come as 
peaceful citizens, but they will 
be prepared to back me up."
